There are at the present time belong- 
ing to it two hundred and fifty volumes. On the average twenty- 
five books each week are taken out. 

With the older readers the books of travel and biography are 
eagerly sought for, while the works of fiction have a charm for the 
young readers. 

One hundred and one dollars have been expended the past 
year for books and twenty-five dollars for services of librarian.
